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PREFACE. 


I  would  apologize  for  adding  to  the  load  of  useless  entomo¬ 
logical  literature  which  is  now  so  rapidly  accumulating  by 
attempting  to  describe  a  group  of  butterflies,  to  elucidate 
which  descriptions  alone  are  utterly  inadequate,  were  it  not 
that  I  hope  to  figure  all  of  them  in  the  f  Exotic  Butterflies/ 

Dr.  Gray,  who  was  about  to  have  the  Hesperidce  of  the 
British  Museum  catalogued  and  described,  generously  re¬ 
linquished  his  intention  upon  my  stating  to  him  what  I  have 
said  above,  and  promising  him  that  I  would  undertake  to 
figure  them ;  and  it  is  that  I  may  keep  my  promise  that  I 
now  issue  (to  appropriate  the  species)  what  I  consider  when 
unaided  by  figures  more  than  worthless. 

When  we  have  150  species  which,  except  in  form  and  size, 
have  scarcely  any  trait  on  the  upperside  by  which  to  di¬ 
stinguish  them  from  each  other,  and  all  possess  the  trans¬ 
parent  spots  in  common,  it  is  by  .a  very  faithful  figure  alone 
that  they  can  be  satisfactorily  separated.  I  have  always 
felt,  and  have  acted  accordingly,  that  I  should  by  descrip¬ 
tions  only  receive  the  anathema  of  future  entomologists, 
whilst  by  a  fair  figure  I  might  be  entitled  to  their  benedic¬ 
tion.  Such  have  been  my  own  sensations  when  I  have 
puzzled  over  a  vague  description  in  vain,  or  have  at  once 
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been  able,  by  such  figures  as  those  of  Guyer  and  Herrich- 
S chaffer,  to  recognize  my  species.  The  specific  characters 
of  the  Hesperida  are  usually  most  conspicuous  in  the 
colouring  of  the  underside  of  the  posterior  wing.  I  hope 
that  the  Hesperida  may  complete  a  fifth  volume  of  the 
e  Exotic  Butterflies 5  and  form  a  complete  monograph, 
should  I  have  species  sufficient  to  fill  a  fourth  volume  with¬ 
out  them  and  health  to  figure  them. 
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HESPERIDjE.

Upperside  rufous.  Anterior  wing  with  three  trans¬ 
parent  spots  bordered  with  black  :  one  near  the  middle  large 
and  trifid,  one  outside  of  this  bifid,  and  one  before  the  apex 
trifid  :  the  nervures  black.  Posterior  wing  angular,  dentated  : 
crossed  by  two  bands  of  dark  brown. 

Underside.  Both  wings  rufous,  with  the  basal  half 
yellow,  bordered  outwardly  with  black,  and  crossed  on  the 
posterior  wing  by  two  black  bands,  and  outside  of  these  by 
a  broken  band  as  above.

Upperside  rufous-orange.  Anterior  wing  with  five 
transparent  spots  bordered  with  black :  one  near  the  middle 
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trifid,  one  outside  of  this  bifid,  two  small  ones  between  the 
last  and  the  spot  near  the  apex,  which  is  bifid :  the  outer 
margin  rufous.  Posterior  wing  angular,  dentated,  with  one 
indistinct  transparent  spot  before  the  middle :  crossed  at  the 
middle  by  an  indistinct  band  of  brown,  and  beyond  it  by  a 
zigzag  band  of  black :  the  outer  margin  black. 

Underside  as  above,  except  that  it  is  orange-yellow, 
that  the  transparent  spots  are  not  bordered  with  brown,  and 
that  the  posterior  wing  has  two  spots  of  brown  near  the  base.

Upperside  dark  brown,  the  fringe  snow-white,  inter¬ 
sected  with  dark  brown.  Anterior  wing  with  ten  transparent 
white  spots :  three  forming  a  central  transverse  band,  three 
outside  of  these  forming  a  short  oblique  band,  three  before 
the  apex,  and  the  tenth  a  minute  spot  at  the  costal  margin. 

Underside  dark  brown.  Anterior  wing  as  above,  ex¬ 
cept  that  it  is  rufous  at  the  base.  Posterior  wing  with  the 
base  and  inner  margin  and  two  transverse  bands  orange- 
yellow.  The  first  band  before  the  middle,  regular  and  trifid ; 
the  outer  band  beyond  the  middle  curved  outwards,  undulated 
and  composed  of  several  spots.

An¬ 
terior  wing  with  ten  pale  yellow  transparent  spots  :  four  in  a 
band  at  the  centre,  one  square  outside  of  these,  one  oblique 
and  linear,  and  four  in  a  band  before  the  apex.  Posterior 
wing  with  a  long  tail. 

Underside  lilac-grey  clouded  on  the  anterior  wing  with 
brown.  Anterior  wing  with  the  spots  as  above.  Posterior 
wing  with  nine  black  spots  :  two  near  the  base,  three  in  a 
central  band,  and  four  beyond  the  middle,  three  of  which  are 
small,  placed  in  the  form  of  a  triangle  and  followed  by  a 
broad  band  of  white.

Anterior  wing  with  eight  trans¬ 
parent  spots :  four  forming  a  central  band  (the  lowest  spot 
very  minute) ,  one  outside  of  these,  and  three  in  a  band  before 
the  apex.  Posterior  wing  with  a  very  long  tail. 

Underside.  Anterior  wing  as  above,  except  that  it  is 
grey  near  the  apex  and  marked  by  a  triangular  dark  brown 
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spot.  Posterior  wing  dark  brown,  crossed  obliquely  by  a 
central  band  of  white  :  a  submarginal  band  of  grey.

Anterior  wing 
with  nine  transparent  pale  yellow  spots :  form  (the  first  mi¬ 
nute)  forming  a  central  band,  one  outside  of  these,  and  four 
before  the  apex.  Posterior  wing  with  long  broad  tails. 

Underside.  Anterior  wing  as  above,  except  that  it  is 
paler  and  grey  near  the  apex  marked  by  a  large  dark  brown

Posterior  wing  tailed :  the  outer  margin 
rounded. 

Underside.  Anterior  wing  as  above.  Posterior  wing 
lilac-brown  with  a  round  black  spot  near  the  base :  crossed 
by  two  bands  of  dark  brown  and  a  submarginal  band  of 
brown  broken  into  spots  from  the  apex  to  the  middle.

Underside  as  above,  except  that  the  posterior  wing  is 
glossed  with  green  near  the  base,  and  has  a  linear  pale-yellow 
spot  near  the  base  of  the  tail.

Anterior  wing  with  ten  very 
indistinct  transparent  spots :  fonr  (the  first  bifid,  the  fourth 
minute)  in  a  narrow  broken  central  band,  two  outside  of 
these,  and  fonr  before  the  apex.  Posterior  wing  with  a  short 
broad  tail. 

Underside  rnfons  brown  :  the  apical  half  of  the  anterior 
wing  and  the  whole  of  the  posterior  wing  irrorated  through¬ 
out  with  yellow.  Anterior  wing  dark  brown  outside  the 
band :  a  spot  near  the  apex  and  a  submarginal  band  of 
small  spots  brown.  Posterior  wing  with  a  spot  at  the  base, 
two  transverse  bands  (the  outer  band  bordered  on  both  sides 
with  zigzag  black  lines) ,  and  a  submarginal  band  all  brown.

Anterior  wing  with  eight  transparent  pale  yellow 
spots  :  four  of  equal  size  in  an  oblique  straight  central  band, 
one  outside  of  these,  and  three  minute  (two  together  and  one 
far  apart)  before  the  apex.  Posterior  wing  lobed. 

Underside.  Anterior  wing  as  above  except  that  the 
outer  margin  is  broadly  grey.  Posterior  wing  crossed  by  a 
central  broad  band  of  white  marked  by  a  small  brown  spot 
and  dentated  outwardly,  where  it  is  bordered  with  grey, 
which  extends  to  the  outer  margin.

Anterior  wing  with  nine  trans¬ 
parent  spots :  four  (the  first  bifid)  in  a  central  band,  one 
outside  of  these,  and  four  (two  apart  from  the  other  two  and 
each  other)  placed  very  obliquely  before  the  apex.  Posterior 
wing  lobed. 

Underside  rufous-brown.  Posterior  wing  crossed  by  a 
central  narrow  band  of  white  :  the  inner  margin  near  the  anal 
angle  white.

Anterior  wing  with  the  band 
of  transparent  spots  bordered  inwardly  with  white,  broad  at 
the  first  and  fourth  spots  :  a  spot  of  grey  on  the  outer  margin 
below  these  :  the  apex  rufous.

Upperside  dark  brown :  the  base  of  the  anterior  wing 
and  nearly  the  whole  of  the  posterior  wing  covered  with 
ochreous  hair.  Anterior  wing  with  nine  transparent  white 
spots :  four  (the  first  bifid)  forming  a  central  band,  one  out¬ 
side  of  these,  and  four  before  the  apex.  Posterior  wing 
slightly  lobed,  dentated,  the  indentations  white. 

Underside  brown.  Anterior  wing  as  above,  except  that 
it  has  a  rufous  spot  below  the  apical  white  spots  and  a  sub- 
marginal  row  of  spots  of  the  same  colour.  Posterior  wing 
with  two  spots  near  the  base  and  two  transverse  irregular 
bands  of  dark  brown  :  a  submarginal  band  of  brown  spots 

bordered  with  white.

An¬ 
terior  wing  with  the  apex  much  pointed ;  the  cell  long  and 
narrow,  the  branches  from  the  median  nervure  equidistant.
